AND STATION Hovuses—IMPROVEMENTS 
ALONG THE is no 
section of the State of North Carolina 
that has improved more rapidly in the 
past four years than that traversed by 
the R. & G. Road. The influx of 
immigration has been very large com- 
pared with other sections, and signs of 
life and prosperity greet the eye of the 
traveller on both sides of this important 
thoroughfare. 

Tuesday morning it was our pleasure 
to partake of the privilege of an excur 
sion to Weldon and back, in company 
with the Road Examiners, Messrs. ht. H. 
Tucker, A. M. McPheeters and T. Brown 
Venable, with a few other gentlemen 
invited by the Committee. Cuapt. A. B. 
Andrews, the enterprising General 
Superintendent of the road, acted as 
conductor on the occasion, and the trip 
was indeed a pleasant one to those who 
had no special duties to attend to. 

Crabtree bridge was the first structure 
examined. Though an old bridge, it is 
yet in perfect order, with not an un- 
sound piece of timber in it. 

Millbrook station and water tank was 
next examined, and also the hydraulic 
ram that forces the water a distance of 
two hundred yards to thetank. Neuse 
station is the first regular depot after 
leaving Raleigh, and is a new building, 
constructed this year on the site of the 
old Huntsville depot, which was dess 
troyed by the Federals during the war. 
Jack Nicholson is the agent at this place 
and is a very eflicient young officer. 

Neuse river bridge is also an old 
structure but very substantial and will 
last for many years yet to come. Jef- 
frey’s bridge has just been rebuilt by the 
Company anc is, therefore, in perfect 
order. 

Forrestville,or Wake, was the next 
station reached. Mr. Reid,the agent 
here, is an“old hand at the bellows,’ and 
knows his business. This station is to 
be moved in a short time one mile below 
its present location, near Wake Forest 
College. 

At Pacific the company has just com- 
menced the erection of a large and 
commodious warehouse that wil: corres- 
pond in appearance with the others om 
the road. This is now an important 
station, and it is with pleasure that we 
record the fact that this long felt want 
is now supplied, 

Cedar Creek bridge, the next point 
in order of observation, is one of the 
best bridges on the road. It is com- 
naratively new, baving been built by 
the Company in 1866 to supply the one 
made of poplar poles by the Federals in 
1865. The Committes were informed 
by Mr. Thrower, the road master, that 
no repairs or expense had been made 
on this bridge during the year. 

Franklinton warehouse was next in 
order. Mr. Cheatham, the agent here is 
alsoan old railroader, and as a matter 
of course bis house was in order and 
his business all O. K. 

Tar River bridge is the highest and 
longest on the road and but few in the 
South as bigh being in height. 
This bridge was rebuilt by the Compa- 
nv last yout, and is, therefore, entirely 
new and atrigbt. 

At Kittrell’s where the Committee 
found the warehouse and everything in 
order under the agency of Capt. Fuller, 
formerly a conductor on the road, the 
train laid over one hour, during which 
time the Committee and guests visited 
the far famed Kittrell’s Springs. Maj. 
Blackuall who is very properly styled 
the Prince of Landlords, reeeived 
us at the door and honored the party 
with a genuine “Blacknall” welcome. 
We can’t explain the term further. 
Those who have been there know what 


| anybody _ else 
wants to know, go and see for 
vourself. We believe the Major 


could make an old batchelor feel per- 
fectly at home and in place at a wed- 
Ging frolic. We found at Kittrell’s 
quite a number of visitors from differs 
ent sections of the State, all of whom 
seem to be enjoying themselves hugely. 
The Italian String Band,of Raleigh, one 
of the best in the State, is engaged for 
the season. The ball room is open day 
and night and terpsichorean exercises 
indulged in as freely as the beart could 
wish. There was only one young man 
in our party, Maj. R. H. Tucker, who 
did the honors for all in the ball room. 
When the announcement was made for 
the departure of the train, the Maj. was 
compelled to tear himself away irom a 
most attractive young lady with whom 
he was waltzing. (The Carrier will leave 
Maj. T’s. paper at his store this morn- 
ing.) 

Leaving Kittrell’s, the warehouses of 
Henderson, Manson, Ridgeway, War- 
renton, Macon, Littleton and Gaston 
were all thoroughly inspected, and all 
found to be not cnly well managed and 
in good order, but substantially built, 
and room adequate for the business 
done. The first tobacco in hogsheads 
we saw iu the warehouses was at Hen- 
derson,and from there to Littleton every 
warehouse contained more than any oth 
er staple for shipment. 

Deep Creek bridge below Gaston, un- 
derwent a close inspection, and proved 
to be in excellent condition. 

The road-bed all along the route was 
entirely satisfactory to the Committee, 
and was really in better committee, and 
was really in better condition than ever 
known before. 

At Weldon, the end of the trip, the 
examining party were met by Major E. 
G. Ghio, the General Superintendent of 
the Seaboard & Roanoke Railroad, who 
conducted us to acar of his train where 
refreshments of a spiritual nature were 
most profusely dealt out. All partook 
and enjoyed the hospitalities of this 
clever gentleman. Several toasts, that 
we have not space here to give, were of- 
ferred and suitable responses returned. 

The arrival of the Wilmington train 
brought with it an excursion of the bus- 
ness men of Augusta, Ga., en route to 
Norfoik. Among the number we met 
the editor of the Augusta Chroniele & 
Sentinel. Maj. Engelhard, of the Wil- 
mington Journal,accompanied the party 
to Norfolk. ° 

After examining the{various railroad 
warehouses, shops, etc., around Weldon, 
the Committee got aboard the train on 
the return trip at 4 o'clock, 

Supper at Kittrell’s where mine host 
of the Kittrell’s Hotel, Davis, did the 
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honors in a style that fuily comported 
with bis great reputation as the best 
hotelist in North Carolina. He gave us 
a supper that a King would have rel- 
ished avd enjoyed. Davis is not only 
a good hotelist, but one of the most en- 
terprising men in Granville county. He 
has the highest clover and the most of 
it, the fattest hogs, and the best and 
largest cattle of any man in the State. 
He exhibited to usa genuine Alderney 
heifer s1x months old, that was as large 
as the most of our mixed breed of cattle 
at six years old. Hisstables and barns 
are the largest in the country, and his 
stock are as kindly and comfortably 
cared for as his family. Would that all 
of our farmers and others that own 
stock and cattle would follow the good 
example of Davis 1n this particular. 

Leaving Kittrells at 8 o’clock, the 
party arrived in Raleigh safe and sound 
at 10. 

To the crops along the route of travel 
we paid especial attention. From 
Raleigh to Franklinton we saw but few 
fields of cotton but what were very back- 


ward, and the weed unusually small for 


the season. Everywhere the work on 
the farm was well edvanced, and not in 
a single instance did we find a man in 
the grass, but from drought or some 
other cause the cotton was very poor. 

From Franklinton to Henderson we- 
were pleased to observe a slight improve 
ment. The field of Judge 8. W. Watts, 
near Franklington, was nearer what cct- 
ton ought to be at this season than any 
we saw, with the exception of 
one lot on the Crudup farm several 
miles below. Through Warren and 
Halifax the cotton was not up to an 
average but was being well worked, 
which with, and the advantage of good 
seasons may come out well. The corn 
everywhere, especially that on low 
grounds, was very good, but needed 
rain. The tobacco in Granville and 
Warren, like the cotton, was back- 
ward, The severe drouth of a 
few weeks past injured this crop serious- 
ly. 

Every town and village on this line of 
railroad exhibited marked signs of im- 
provement. Henderson and Franklin- 
ton seems to be taking the lead with 
Littleton and Kittrells, following “hard 
upon” Ilenderson is fast rising from her 
ashes and soon all signs of the destruc- 
tive fire that laid the town in ashes a 
few years ago will have passed away. 

Not, only is the = spirit of im- 

provement seen in the towns, but 
the farms, yineyards, orchards and 
nurseries show that the people are keep- 
ing pace with the world of progress in 
farming operations. 
We torgot to mention that at Lit- 
trell’s Springs we found quitea gather- 
ing of the Granville people for the pur- 
pose of holiing a railroad meeting. A 
discussion ensued between Colonel J. 8. 
Amis, of Oxford, and S. 8. Skinner, of 
Henderson, the question being whether 
or not the county should be taxed to 
raise a certain sum for the building of a 
railroad from Oxtord to Clarksville. We 
did not hear the discussion, and have 
no idea what questions were involved, 
and therefore will not say anything 
about 1t. | 


JUDGE PARSON AND THE CHIEF 
Jusricesnip.—The New York Sun of 
a recent date having made the state- 


ment that Chief Justice Pearson, of this 
State, was instrumental in getting up 
the petition to the President asking his 
appointment to the Chief Justiceship 
of the United States Supreme Court, 
Mr. Walter P. Caldwell, of Statesville, 
a prominent Conservative of that scc- 
tion, who started the petition, has writ- 
ten the following letter to the editor of 
the Sun. We publish it as a matter of 
information to the public:

I wrote the petition at the suggestion 
of gentlemen of the bar from the wes- 
tern part of the State, attending the 
Supreme Court, all of whom are Con- 
servutive or Democratic in politics— 
and it was signed by David Schenck, 
Esq., Col. R. F. Armfield, Col. G. N. 
Folk, Maj. W. H. Malone and myself— 
all differing in politics from the Chief 
Justice.

The 
loss of Herbert & Wright is about $5,- 
000; uninsured. The fourth fire was in 
Bamberger & Bloom’s block, Fourth 
street, between Green and Walnut 
streets, and destroyed Vernoir’s grocery, 
Madam buckley’s fancy goods store, a 
vacant house in the block, and damaged 
Fargni’s restaurant and confectionery. 
The loss of the latter is estimated at 
$4,000. Particulars of the other losses 
are not vet reported.

THE ELECTION, AUGUST 7TH. 
The election to be held in this State on 
the first Thursday in August, on the con- 
stitutional amendments, is one of vast im. 
portance to our people. 

It involves vital changes in the organic 
law of the State. 

For the information of voters, we pub- 
lish on our fourth page, and shall keep 
standing until the day of election, the 
clauses in the Constitution proposed to be 
altered, together with the eight amend- 
ments that passed the Legislature by the 
requisite constitutional majority, and 
which are to be submitted to the people for 
approval or rejection, on Thursday. the 
seventh day of August next. 

All the amendments proposed are neces- 
sary and important, and those who favor 
them should not fail to vote. 


= — 


THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

The clauses 1n the Constitution of 
North Carolina in relation to the PuB- 
Lic Dest are said to have originated 
with the holders of our State bonds at 
the North. Some ot these modern 
Shylocks, with hearts cruel enough to 
demand their pound of flesh nearest the 
the heart of their victim, doubtless 
chuckled with deligkt when they 
read that section in our organ- 
ic law declaring the public debt 
inviolable and that it shall 
never be questioned. Especially must 
their eyes have dilated with pleasure, 
and their hearts have overflowed with 
gratitude to the framers of our new 
Constitution, when they beheld section 
four of Article fifth, of that instrument, 
making it the duty of the General As- 
sembly to provide for the “prompt and 
regular payment of the interest on the 
public debt,” and requiring that body, 
after the year 1880, seven years hence, 
“to lay a specific annual tax upon the 
real and persona! property of the State,” 
the sum realized from this source to be 
used asa sinking fund in payment of 
the principal of the debt. 

This is intended to give our creditors 
a mortgage upon the taxable real and 
personal property of our citizens after 
1880 ! 

If you are opposed to this mortgage, 
go to the polls on the first Thursday in 
August and vote for the amendment re- 
lating to the public debt. 

THE STATE CENSUS. 

The provision of the Constitutiou re- 
quiting a State census to be taken in 
1875, and at the end of every ten years 
afterwards, is unnecessary because the 
census of each State is taken under the 
direction and by order of the National 
Government. 

The taking of the census under the 
direction of the General Assembly of 
North Carolina, will entail an enormous 
expense upon the tax-payers. 

Why was this requirement put in the 
Constitution of the State ? 

No one has ever been able to give a 
single reason for this provision. 

The only object to be attained is to 
give positions and pay to persons in 
search of office and employment. 

The last census cf the State was taken 
in 1870. The next will be taken in 
1880 by the United States. 

If a census is taker in 1875 under the 
direction of the Legislature of North 
Carolina, and at the end of every ten 
years afterwards, as required by the 
present Constitution, the tax payers will 
be called upon to pay all the expenses, 
which will amount to many thousands 
of dollars, 

One of the amendments proposes to 
abolish that provision of the Constitu- 
tion which makes it the duty of the 
General Assembly to take a census of 
the State. This amendment should be 
ratified. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
PUBLIC WORKS. 


A Superintendent of Public Works 
was unknown in the bistory of this State 
until 1868—the year the present Consti- 
tution was adopted. 

‘There are no public works in North 
Carolina requiring such an officer. There 
has never been any necessity for the 
creation of such an office. 

The position is a sinecure. It only 
adds to the number of State officers, 
without being of the least service to the 
public. Itis an unnecessary expense 
and burden to the tax-payers. 

One of the amendments to be voted 
on in August abolishes the office of 
Superintendent of Public Works. Who 
can object to this except the incumbent? 

It is an office without work—a place 
without employment—a salaried posi- 
tion which yields no profit to any one 
but the holder. 

All who are opposed to the continua- 
tion of this useless official appendage, 
sheuld go to the polls on the first Thurs- 
day in August, and vote accordingly. 


THE CODE COMMISsIon, 


The Code Commissioners appointed 
under section second, Article fourth of 
the Constitution, continue to hold their 
offices and to draw their pay. 

The code of laws which they com- 
piled has been completed, and their 
services can now bedispensed with. An 
amendment to the Constitution proposes 
to abolish the Code Commission. No 


one cap object to this except the Com- 
missioners themselves.

ANNUAL SESSIONS OF THE 
LEGISLATURE. 


The General Assembly, under the 
present law, meets anuually on the third 
Monday in November. 

The annual expenses of the Legisla- 
ture may be set down in round numbers 
at ene hundred and fifty thousand dol- 


lars at ieast. 


meetings of the General Assembly tend 
to a confused system of legislation. 
The rapidity with which laws have been 
amended and repealed since the adop- 
tion of the new Constitution makes it 


lawyers to keep thoroughly posted on 
the modifications and changes. Before 
one law has been sufliciently tested by 
time and experience, it is made to give 
way to another, 

There is no necessity, ordinarily, for 
the Legislature to meet oftener than 
We have too much 
legislation now-a-days. Tie fewer the 
laws and the simpler, the better for the 
people. We are governed too much at 
the present day. 

Biennial sessions of the Legislature 
will save to the tax-payers of the State 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
per annum, and in various ways will be 
an improvement on annual sessions. 

Go to the election on the seventh day 
of August, and vote for the amendment 
abolishing annual sessions and provi- 
ding for bi-ennial sessions of the Gene- 
ral Assembly. 


THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTI 
CAROLINA. 

We all know the condition of the 
University. 
We all know how it has gradually 
lost 1ts influence and its usefulness—how 
it has become a mere caricature of its 
former greatness and prosperity—how 
it has fallen from its high estate, and 
become a wreck and a ruin! 

Tbe hand of desolation 1s upon it. 
Its groves are silent. Vandalism has 
defaced and despoiled its classic halls. 


State—it is now its shame and reproach: 

Under its present auspices, the Uni- 
versity has been a failure—a stupendous 
failure. Aye, worse than a failure. An 
amendment to the Constitution pro- 
vides for its severance from the com- 
mon school system and leaves its 
management to the Legislature, which 
is to make such laws and regulations 
for its maintenance as may be necessary 
and expedient. 

The trustees are to be elected by the 
General Assembly, and not by the 
Board of Education. 

If the amendment is adopted, we 
shall have strong hopes that the Uni- 
versity will be resuscitated and that it 
will enter on a new career of prosperity 
and success. 


THE EXEMPTION CLAUSE. 

The present Constitution exempts 
certain personal property from taxation, 
to the value of three hundred dollars. 
The kind of property so exempted is 
specified. 

One of the amendments proposes to 
change the law sothat any personal 
property to the value of three hundred 
dollars, may be exempted.

It exempts three hundred dollars worth 
of any species of property that the

The capital prize of $100,000 in the 
public library lottery, at Louisville, was 
drawn by three honest Germans, one of 
whom held three-fourths of the ticket.

The tollow- 
ing morning Mr. Baass bought the ticket 
at Warner’s on Fourth street, took it 
home and laid it away. 

During the time which followed the 
matter slipped from their minds, and 
vothing more Was thought of the ticket, 
none of the holders attending even the 
concert. 

On Thursday last, however, as Mrs, 
Baass was rummaging in a_ bureau 
drawer, she fwund the ticket and 
thoughtlessly glanced at it. Ono seeing 
the number she was struck with its re- 
semblance to the prize number, and 
taking it out, made a comparison with 
the published list and found to her utter 
astonishment that it was the lucky 
ticket. 

Mr. Baass being out of the city, 
she waited until his return, and then 
showed him the ticket. He immediate- 
ly repaired to his friends, and together 
they were quietly jubilant over the re- 
sult. They endeavored to keep the 
matter as quiet as possible, but it soon 
found its way out into the streets, and

I, lop R. CALDWELL, Governor of the 
State of North Carolina, do order so much 
of the preamble of said act as sets forth the 
alterations proposed and agreed to, and the 
second section of said act to be published 
for thirty days preceding the first Thurs- 
day of August, 1873,in the Raleigh “Daily 
Sentinel,’ the “Daily Era” and the “Daily 
NEws”, published in Raleigh, and also for 
the same length of time in the following 
Weekly papers, published in the various 
Congressional Districts of the State to-wit: 

First District—“North Carolinian,” Eliza- 
beth City ; “Express,’’ Washington. 

Second District—** News,’’ Goldsboro; 
“Mail,” Rocky Mount, 

Third District—“Statesman,’ Fayette- 
ville; “Star,’’ Wilmington, 

Fifth District—‘*New North  State,’’ 
Greensborv ; “Chronicle,’’ Milton, 

Sixth District—*Democrat,’ Charlotte; 
“Spirit of the South,’ Rockingham, 

Seventh District—* American,” States- 
ville; “Watchman,” Salisbury. 

Kighth District—"Pioneer” and “Exposi- 
tor,”’ Asheville, 

That portion of the preamble ordered to 
be published is in the following words, 
to-wit: 

“Whereas, the last General Assembly, 
(three-fifths of the whole number of mem- 
bers of each House concurring,) the bill 
containing the same having veen read 
threetimes in each House, proposed the fol- 
lowing alterations of the Constitution of 
the State, to-wit; Alteration in relation to 
the public debt; alteration in relation to 
the office of Superintendent of Public 
Works; alteration in relation to the State 
census; alteration in relation to exemp- 
tions from taxation; alteration in rejation 
to the®University ; alteration ip relation to 
the sessions of the General Assembly ; 
alteration in relation to the Code Commis- 
sioners; alteration in relation to Federal 
and other officers holding office,”’ 

The second section of the said act ordered 
to - published is in the following words, 
to-wit: 

“Itsball be the duty of the Sheriffs in 
each and every county in the State to open 

lls at the several election precincts in his 
county on the said first Thursday in Au- 
gust next, and the same shall be kept open 
for one day, from the hour of eight o'clock 
in the morning tothe hour of seven in the 
aiternoon, When all persons qualified to 
vote according to the Constitution, may 
vote for or against the ratification of each 
of the said amendments, those desiring 
such amendments to vote with the written 
or printed ticket Amendments,’ 
those of a contrary Opinion to vote witha 
written or printed ticket, ‘Against Amend- 
ments.’”’ 

The attention of Cornnty Commissioners 
and Inspectors of the Election is also called 
to the 4th section of said act of Assembly 
which provides that separate ballot-boxes 
shall be furnished for each amendment to 
be voted on,

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THE CONSTITUTION AL AMEND- 
MENTS. 

In order that the people may vote un- 
derstancingly on the amendments to 
the Constitution, at the ensuing elec- 
tion, we deem it necessary to give in 
full the eight clauses in that instrument 
proposed to be altered, together with 
the alterations themselves. 


FIRST : IN RELATION TO THE PUBLIC 


DEBT. 


The present Constitution in Article J, 
Declaration of Rights, provides as fol- 
lows : 

“Sec, 6. To maintain the honor and 
good faith of the State untarnisked, 
the public debt, regularly contracted 
before and since the rebellion, shall be 
regarded as inviolable and never be 
qnestioned ; but the State shall never 
assume or pay, or authorize the collec 
tion of any debt or obligation, express 
or implied, incurred in aid of insurrec- 
tion, or rebellion against the United 
States, or any claim for the loss or 
emancipation of any slave.” ate 

This section is amended by striking 

out the first clause down to and inclu- 
ding the word “but,” so that the 
amended clause in Article I will then 
read : 
“Sec. 6. The State shall never as- 
sume or pay, or authorize the collection 
of, any debt or obligation, express or 
implied, incurred in aid of insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States, 
or any claim for the loss or emancipa- 
tion of any slave.” 

Another alteration in regard to the 
public debt is provided for in the same 
amendment, by striking out section 4, 
Article V of the present Constitution, 
which is as follows: 

“ Sec. 4. The General Assembly shall, 
by appropriate legislation and by ade- 
quate taxation, provide for the prompt 
and regular payment of the interest on 
the public debt, and after the year 
1880, it shall lay a specific annual tax 
upon the real and personal property of 
the State, and the sum thus realized 
shall be set apart as a sinking fund, to 
be Gevoted to the payment of the pub 
hic debt.” 

So that the above section will be en- 
tirely stricken out and the amended 
Constitution will net make it compul- 
sory on the Legislature, by express lan- 
guage, to provide for the payment of 
interest and principal of the public 


debt. 

SECOND: IN RELATION TO THE OFFICE 
oF SUPERINTENDENT OF PuBLIC Works. 

Article III, section 1, of the present 
Constitution names among the other 
officers of which the Executive Depart~ 
ment-shall be composed, a Superinten- 
dent of Public Works, who shall be 
elected fora term of four years by the 
qualified voters of the State, at the same 
time and places, and in the same man- 
ner as members of the General Assem- 
bly. 

The amendment proposes to strike 
out the words “Superintendent cf Pub- 
lic Works” wherever they occur in the 


Constitution, thus abolishing that 
office. 
THIRD: IN RELATION TO THE STATE 


CENSUS. 
In the present Constitution, Article 
II, the following provision is made for 
taking a State Census: 


“See 5, An enumeration of the in- 
labit.utis of the State shall be taken 
under the direc'iou of the General As- 
sembly in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-five, and at the end 
of every ten years thereafter; and the 
said Senate Districts shall be so altered 
by the General Assem!)\v, after the first 
session after the retuiu of every ecume- 
ration taken as aforcsaid, or by order of 
Congress, that each Senate District shall 
contain, as nearly as may be, an equal 
number of inhabitants, excluding aliens 
and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at ail 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators.” 


The amendment proposed to this 
Article is to strike out all that precedes 
the words, “the said Senate Districts,” 
in section 5, and to strike out the phrase 
“as aforesaid, or,” the parts so stricken 
out relating to the census, so that the 
section as amended will read: 


“Sec. 5. The said Senate Districts 
shall be so altered by the General As- 
sembly at the first session after the re- 
turn of every enumeration taken by order 
of Congress, that each Senate District 
shall contain, as nearly as may be, an 
equal number of inhabitants, excluding 
aliens and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered unti! the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
acd no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators,” 


The object of this amendment is ‘o 
do away with the unnecessary expense 
of taking a State census under the direc- 
tion of the Genera! Assembly, inasmuch 
as the same work is done by the nationa! 
Government. 


FOURTH: IN RELATION TO EXEMP- 
TIONS FROM TAXATION. 


The present Constitution, Article V* 
Revenue and Taxation, provides as fol- 
lows : 

“Sec. 6. Property belonging to the 
State or to municipal Corporations, shal] 
be exempt from taxation. The Genera] 
Assembly may exempt cemeteries, ang 
property held for educational, scientific, 
licerary, Charitable or religious purpo. 
ses; also wearing apparel, arms for mus- 
ter, household and kitchen turniture, 
the mechanical and agricultural imple- 
ments for mechanics and farmers, libra- 
ries and scientific instruments, to a value 
not exceeding three hundred dollars.” 


The amendment proposes to change 
this section by inserting after the word 
** instruments,” the words “or any other 


personal property,” so that the section 


as amended will read : 


“Sec. 6. Property belonging to the 
State, or to municipal corporations shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 
Assembly may exempt cemeteries, and 
property held for educational, scientific, 
literary, charitable or religious purpo- 
ses: also wearing apparel, arms for mus 
ter, household and kitchen furniture,the 
mechanical and agricultural implements 
of mechanics and farmers, libraries and 
scientific instruments or any other per- 
sonal property, to a value not exceed- 
ing three hundred dollars.” 


FirrH: IN RELATION TO THE UNI- 


VERSITY. 

The present Constitution, Article IX, 
has the following on the subject of the 
University at Chapel Hill : 

“Sec. 5. The University of North 
Carolina, with its lands, emoluments 
and franchises, is under the control of 
the State. and shall be held to an insep~ 
arable connection with the free public 
school system of the State.” 


The amendment proposes to strike out 
this section entirely, thus severing the 
University from the common school sys- 
tem, and insert the following in lieu 
thereof, so that the amended Constitu- 


tion shall read : 

“Sec. 5. The General Assembly shall 
have power to provide for the election of 
trustees of the University of North 
Carolina, in whom whenchosen sbali be 
vested all the privileges, rights, franchi- 
ses and endowments heretofore 1n any- 
wise granted to or conferred upon the 
trustees of said University; and the 
General Assembly may make such pro- 
visions, laws and regulations, from time 
to time as may be necessary and expedi. 
ent forthe maintenance and manage 
ment of said University.” 


The following sections of Article IX, 
relating to the University, are also 
stricken out: 

Sections 13, 14 and 15, relating to 
the appointment of trustees by the 
Board of Education, and the officers 
powers and rights of the trustees. These 
matters will hereafter devolve on the 
Legislature, if the amendment relating 
to the University is ratified. 

SIXTH: IN RELATION TO THE SESSIONS 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

The present Constitution, Article II 
Legislative Department, provides a3 fol 
lows : 

“Sec. 2. The Senate and House ot 
Representatives shall meet annually on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 


This section is to be amended by 
striking out the word “ annually,” and 
iuserting in lieu thereof the word 
“biennially,” so that the section amend 


ed shall read : 

“Sec. 2. The Senate and House of 
Representatives shall meet bienrially on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 


This amendment also strikes out the 
word “annually ” in section 6, Article 
III, and inserts the word “ dbiennial/y,” 
in reference to the requirement of the 
Governor to commupicate to the Gen- 
eral Assembly each case of reprieve, 
commutation or pardon. 

SEVENTH: IN RELATION TO THE CoDE 
ComMIssION. 

The present Constitution, Article IV 
Judicial Department, makes the follow- 
ing provisions concerning the Code 
Commissioners : 


“Sec. 2. Three Commissioners shall 
be appointed by this Convention to re- 
port to the General Assembly at its first 
session after this Constitution shall be 
adopted by the people, rules of practice 
and procedure in accordance with the 
provisions of the foregoing section, and 
the Convention shall provide tor the 
Commissioners a reasonable compenssa- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. The same Commissioners 
shall also report to the General Assem- 
bly as soon as practicable, a code of law 
of North Carolina. The Goyernor shall 
have power to fill all vacancies occur- 
ring 1n this commission.” 


The amendment proposes to strike 
out both these sections, thus abolishing 


the Code Commission. 
EIGHTH : IN RELATION TO FEDERAL AND 


OTHER OFFICE-HOLDERS. 
The present Constitution, 
XIV, provides as fullows: 


“Sec. 7. No person shall hold more 
than one lucrative office under the State 
at the same time: Provided, That ofli- 
cers in the Militia, Justices of the Peace, 
Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Commissioners appointee for special 
purposes, shall not be considered ofticers 
within the meaning of this section.” 


The amendment proposes that this 
section shall read as follows: 


“Sec. 7. No person who shall held 
any office or place of trust or profit under 
the United States, or any department 
thereof, or under this State or any other 
State or Government, shall bold or ex- 
ercise any other office or place of trust 
or profit, under the authority of this 
State, or be eligible to a seat in either 
House of the General Assembly: Pro 
vided, [That nothing herein contained 
shall extend to officers in the Militia, 
J ustices of the Peace, Commissioners of 
Public Charities or Com missioners for 
special purposes.” | 

There were eighteen amendments 
originally proposed, but the eight 
above specified were all that passed the 
General Assembly by the requisite two 
thirds majority. 

These eight amendments are to be 
submitted separately for ratification or 


rejection, at the election to be held on 
Thursday, the seventh day of August. 
Any person qualified to yote may vote 
for or against each amendment, with 
a& written or printed ticket with the 
words “For Amendment,” or “Against 
Amendment.” The amendments that 
receive a majority of the popular vote 
be duly ratified. A part or of 

*m may be either ratified or rejected.
